Black ministers call for 
special investigator 
in Potts case 


by Stacey Peterson 


NEW BRUNSWICK - Racial 
tensions continue to escalate in 
New Brunswick as city ministers 
demand that the county prosecu- 
tor remove himself from the in- 
vestigation into the shooting 
death of a black man which took 
place more than two weeks ago. 

Led by the Rev. Buster 
Soaries, nine other black minis- 
ters held a press conference last 
Tuesday in which they asked 
Alan Rockoff, Middlesex county 
Prosecutor, to turn the case over 
to a special investigator as they 


believe his views are clouded and 
he is not objective towards the 
case. 


On June 30, 25-year-old 
Shaun Potts was killed as a bullet 
from the gun of police Sergeant 
Zane Grey discharged when he 
fell through a portion of a wooden 
ramp while chasing Potts. Several 
community leaders maintain that 
Rockoff's assessment that the in- 
cident was a "tragic accident,” 11 
hours after the shooting took 
place shows that he has preju- 
diced himself regarding the case. 
They state that there had not been 
time to make a thorough investi-

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“When you go to different countries 
and see barefoot children, dirty, with 
maggots in their hair and starving, you 
start to see how blessed we are here in 
America," said John J. Hamilton, Jr., a 
former Petty Officer in the U.S, Navy. "A 
soldier's role," he said, "is to maintain a 
strong defense and to protect our belief in 
freedom and democracy. Every veteran 
has added something to our country and 
we have to really be thankful to them." 

Hamilton was in the Navy from 1968 
to 1972 and then spent two years, until 
1974, in the Reserves. He began in the 
amphibious forces, one of the roughest 
branches of the Navy. Most of his opera- 
tions were in the Soviet Union and Middle 
East, he said, but he ‘did have a small 
part in Vietnam." 

When asked about his most memo- 
rable experiences in the Navy, Hamilton 
described a series of racially motivated 
incidents. He said "half the men were in 
the KKK and they didn't mind a lot of 
fighting. They wore confederate flags on 
their jackets, posted them on their lock- 
| ors," and started a lot of trouble, "I started 
|talking back," said Hamilton, ‘and we 

were constantly fighting. The only time 
| the prejudice eased off was when we got 
[down to going onto the beach in a war 
zone. War has a way of bringing people 
together when their life depends on an in- 
dividual." 

Hamilton was drafted into the Army, 
and to avoid this, decided to join the 
Navy. His experiences there taught him 
how to deal with fear, how to get along 
with people and how to survive. He en- 
courages young people to consider join- 
ing the service "because we all have an 
obligation as citizens. But, you should 
also have a purpose, a plan for letting the 
service work for you. There are benefits in 
employment and education, and unique 
opportunities to gain life skills

Through the Nay Hamilton became 

a certified scuba diver and was able to 
travel to 26 countries including France, 
Italy, Sweden and Tangiers, He studied 
sonar technology in the service and went 
into electronics when he came out. 

Shortly after being honorably dis- 
charged, Hamilton said he ‘was hit with 
8,000 volts of electricity and became to- 
tally and permanently disabled." Doctors 
told him there was no hope of rehabilita- 
tion, which led to years of depression and 
inactivity. 

“Then | got involved in doing for oth- 
ers and my life started to change, 
Hamilton said. He has received many 
honors for his community service, in- 
cluding the Union County Volunteer of the 
Year Award and Jerseyan of the Week. 
He serves as a Commissioner with the 
City of Newark Office on Veterans Affairs, 
works with the Newark Literacy Cam- 
paign, senior citizens, the disabled, the 
homeless, and is host of a weekly cable 
show, ‘Community Crisis," on channel 26. 

However, he is most proud of a pre- 
crime intervention program he developed 
Using recreational activities to motivate 
delinquent youth to positive pursuits. 
“Just talking to kids and letting them see 
a different perspective can channel their 
lives," said Hamilton. 

After years of physical rehabilitation, 
depression and unemployment, Hamilton 
was appointed to serve as Administrator, 
Grants and Community Legal Education 
at Essex Newark Legal Services. Though 
offered no hope of physical rehabilitation, 
Hamilton is now in excellent physical 
condition and attributes this tum around 
to ‘a higher power." 


While he does not consider himself a 
super volunteer, he said ‘when you do for 
others, life has a way of coming around 
and doing for you."

nominated for appointment to it. 
He recalls only seeing signs 
“Impeach Earl Warren." "I didn't 
know who he was, but I figured 
he must be in some kind of trou- 
ble." 

Thomas was named to the 
District Court a year earlier by a 
12-1 margin. Observers believe 
he will face a stiffer hearing this 
time around. However, a confi- 
dent Bush reminded the confer- 
ence that Thomas has been asked 
"all these" questions (about his 
conservative record during his 
eight years as the chairman of the 
U.S. Equal Employment Oppor- 


tunity Commission), "and he 
came out okay." 
Marshall's retirement an- 


nouncement came as a shock to 
many observers. Even many 
white conservatives were singing 
his praises and seemed genuinely 
concerned that this great man, 
who in the past half century has 
done more than any other single 
person to make the U.S. Consti- 
tution a living reality for the poor, 
the black, the women, the dis- 
franchised, is now stepping down. 
They wondered ‘out loud who 
would replace him. 

In an interesting exit press 
conference, Justice Marshall, 
himself, warned against bringing 
in "a Negro just because he's a 
Negro." He bluntly declared: "My 
father always said there was no 
difference between a black snake 
and an white snake. Both are 
snakes and both will bite." 

Some observers speculated 
that marshall was leaving the 
court in frustration over the 


lurching trend to the right of the 
present court. He denied- it, 
declaring, he is stepping down 
because "I'm old. I'm coming 
apart." He does not plan to write 
his memoirs, he said. 

At 83, (in early July), Mar- 
shall, the first black ever ap- 
pointed to the U.S, Supreme 
Court, is the oldest member of the 
body. If Thomas’ nomination suc- 
ceeds, he will be only the second 
black appointed to that august 
body, and, at 43, the youngest. 

Justice Marshall's secretary 
for the past decade and a half, 
Jane McHale, told NNPA his of- 
fice has been flooded with calls, 
letters, and telegrams. "A lot of 
them were sad," she revealed." 
She reminded, however, that Jus- 
tice marshall "is retiring from the 
bench, not the court. He will re- 
tain a small staff and office space 
and will work with some lower 
courts," a customary practice of 
retiring justices. 

At Howard University where 
Marshall graduated with honors at 
the head of his 1933 class, no 
1933 class picture hangs in the 
corridors of the law school. The 
1933 yearbook is also missing. 
The Justice returned to his alma 
mater in late winter for a ceremo- 
nial unveiling of a bust in his 
likeness. Five other Justices, a 
record number in attendance at 
such an affair, were on hand, at- 
testing to the esteem in which he 
is held at the highest judicial level 
in this land.

At last week's agenda fixing 
session, Marcus Dasher, Director 
of Economic Development pre- 
Sented progress made on a pro- 
posed plan called Park Avenue 
Streetscape, which will make land- 
Scape improvements on Park Av- 
enue. 

Thus far the council authorized 
the use of Enterprise Zone Assis- 
tance funds to complete a 
“conceptual design" of what the 
£ would look like after the en- 
cements have been made. 

The propo: improvements 
Would include the construction of 
‘Rew sidewalks, planting of new 
trees and shrubberies, the place- 
nent of trash receptacles and new 
decorative pedestrian lighting. The 
Mojected cost of the endeavor is 
196,869 and the Plainfield Busi- 
mess Development Corporation, a 
group of Park Avenue business 
owners will contribute $150,000 to

Obviously, anyone with 
five minutes of intelligence would 
immediately see that Mrs. Sumpter 
is a very angry and bitter woman 
who desires white male/female fe- 
male companionship. Her letter 
sums up the essence of self-hatred 
and stupidity. I am hopeful that the 
sisters who read Mrs. Sumpter's 
letter will step forward and defend 
black womanhood; which is the 
real target of her attack. 

All of us at one time or another 
have had bad experiences in deal- 
ing with the opposite sex. Yet, be- 
ing the intelligent people that we 
are, we realize that no two people, 
or for that matter, no:race of people 
can be characterized as one. Mrs.

Breaking The Stereotypes Of

America's cycles of recessions 
followed by economic growth are 
stranding more and more children 
in poverty, millions of whom defy 
stereotypes, according to a new 
report called Child Poverty in 


America, by the Children's 
Defense Fund. 
Most poor families with chil- 


dren have at least one worker, and 
earnings from employment are 
their largest source of income. 
More American children are liv- 
ing outside central cities than in- 
side them. Nearly twothirds of all 
poor families with children have 
only one or two children. 

Today, more than 12 million 
children in the United States, 
about one in five children, are 
poor. It's an appalling figure for a 
nation as wealthy as ours. Chil- 
dren are almost twice as likely to 


black, brown, hard working, two 


With the resignation of Jus- 
tice Thurgood Marshall we are 
et with the stark reality that 
ere was only one Black on the 
S. Supreme Court. Justice Mar- 
fis 82 years old, certainly 
well past the age of legally retir- 
ing. While his mind is still sharp, 
he has not been up to par physi- 
cally, for some time. Perhaps had 
he not been plagued by the fact 
that he was the only Black on the 
Court, he would have retired be- 
fore now. Though President Bush 
has nominated Appeals Court 
Judge Clarence Thomas, who is 
also black, the fine mind and 
feisty spirit of seasoned veteran 
Justice Marshall will be sorely 
missed. 

Meanwhile, as the high court 
becomes increasingly conserva- 
tive, the plight of black people 
becomes increasingly extended. 
Witness the recent ruling on two 
major issues: 

Tn 1966, Miranda vs. Arizona, 
the Court ruled that suspects be 
protected against making self in- 
crimimating statements in the ab- 
sence of an attorney to represent 
and advise them. They were to be 
told that anything they say can be 
used against them by the prose- 
cuting attorney. This became 
known as the Miranda Decision.

"Good 
vibrations, love sensation/Now 
we're caught up in a funky situa- 
tion.” 


Although Moe Dee can fly 
high with his lyrics, his funky 
beats are down to carth, espe- 
cially when using James Brown 
samples on "Let's Get Serious" 
and "Times Up" where Moe Dee 
taps: "The rhyming is always up 
to par and on point/I put a mes- 
sage in the music while I'm 
rocking this joint/I's jumping, 
slamming, bumping/. mean- 
while I'm saying something."

The freeholders approved the 
UCUA's decision to move the 
center out of Plainfield, as its cur- 
rent location, the Plainfield Iron 
and Metal Corporation on South 
Second Street, does not contain 
the capacity needed to handle the 
heavy amount of recycling in the 
county. 

Green added that Plainfield is 
not the ideal place for a recycling 
center as trucks continually need 
to go through residential areas to 
get to the west end of town where 
the current facility is located.

NEW YORK—Boyz 'N' The 
Hood is one of those rare films 
that commands uttersilence as the 
viewer leaves the theater. To label 
it "deep" or"meaningful" would 
do nothing but minimize the ef- 
forts of its creators cast and di- 
rector. In his direction debut, 
John Singleton drops us in the 
middle of South Central Los An- 
geles exposing us immediately to 
the powerful forces of the hood. 
However, the film does not stop 
there. We view much more than 
the commonplace theme of man 
versus the environment. As the 
movie progresses, it addresses 
every major issue confronting 
black America in the 90's—drugs, 
gentrification, sex, education, life 
and death among others. We get 
an opportunity to delve into the 
one institution that can prepare 
every black individualto confront 
these issues...the black family. 
Singleton sets us up to explore the 
dynamics of several family situa- 
tions and the possible outcomes 
except for that of the two parent 
household that does not exist for 
most of those in the hood. 

While every family in the 
movie is a broken one and headed 
by just one individual, the audi- 
ence quickly views the dichotomy 
between the film's two main fam- 
ilies. On the one hand there is Fu- 
rious Styles (Larry Fishburne), a 
strong, self-employed man who 
views fatherhood as a second job.

On the 
other hand, we view the single- 
parent, family life of Doughboy 
(Ice Cube) and Ricky (Morris 
Chestnut). Doughboy is nothing 
more than the object of his 
mother's resentment toward his 
father. He is constantly reminded 
that he can never make anything 
of his life and he subsequently 
drops out of school. Ricky, how- 
ever, the apple of his mother's 
eye, receives positive reinforce- 
ment from his mother. Because of 
Ricky's potential football career, 
he is her only hope of vicarious 
success. 

The movie was both appeal- 
ing and refreshing because, for 
‘once, we see a black man proudly 
accepting the responsibility of 
fatherhood. However, it was dis- 
turbing in that Singleton mostly 
presents us with black women 
who display a passive attitude 
toward their children. In addition 
to Ricky's mother, Tre's mother 
pursues a graduate degree and 
eventually achieves "success" at 
the expense of spending time with 
her son and a mother addicted to 
crack allows her baby to wander 
into the street numerous times. In 
fact, Tre's girlfriend, Brandi, has 
the only mother in the movie who 
both directly and positively af- 
fects her child—yet we never see 


her character. This critic is unsure 
of Mr. Singleton's intent with this 
reversal of the traditional view of 
parental responsibility in the 
movie; even so, his theme per- 
vades. is in the home (not 
school, work, or the streets) 
where one learns the difference 
between becoming a boy in the 
hood and a man in the world.
